REC “IVING NEW CITIZENS, 


Every Consideration Is Shown to the 
Incoming Stranger. 


We hear a great deal about Can- 
ada’s efforts to get immigrants, but 
everyone seeking admission to the 
Dominion is not necessorily accepted. 
The Canadian is glad to weleome the 
new-comer, but he very properly 
requires that he shall be “desirable”; 
he has no intention of making his 
broad acres a dumping ground for 
other nations’ outcasts. 

Consequently, one of the duties of 
the immigration department is to 
examine the immigrants as they land, 
and suffer only those to proceed wha 
satisfy certain requirements, of which 
the chief are that they be healthy, 
are going on farms, into domesti¢ 
service, or into assured employment, | 
and have a little money in their 
pocket, so that they are not likely 
through any mischance to become a 
public charge. The money qualifica 
tion is waived in the case of farm 
hands and domestics going to assured | 
situations, and of certain persons 
going to join a relative. 

The examination of the shiploads 
of immigrants as they disembark at 
Quebec is one of the most instructive 
and poignant sights in the Dominion, 
The breaking of home ties and the 
departure for a strange land will ever 
form one of the most touching themes 
for the artist, whether of the pencil 
or the pen; and only second to it in 
interest is the landing on this side, 
when, after the discomforts of the 
long voyage, the little family looks 
wit! widely-opened eyes on the 
strange sights that abound, wonders 
what the new home will be like, and) 

repares for the tedious overland) 
Journey to the final destination. What} 
a blending of hope and fear, of con- 
fidence and misgiving, of sick longing 
for the old friends, and eager curios- 
ity concerning the new. : 

It is at such a critical juncture in 
the immigrant’s career that a little) 
kindness goes a long way. Hence it 
is one of the department’s instructions 
to its agents to extend to the new 
arrivals all court:sy and considera 
tion. Comfortable quarters are pro 
vided for their accommodation at the 
various stopping places en route, and) 
all information is readily given ta 
assist thom in reaching the distant 
town or homestead to which they may 
be going. 

In fact, a stranger in Canada need 
never fail of information and counsel. 
His own experience has made the 
Canadian sympathetic, and even a) 
busy man will go far out of his way) 
to direct a wayfarer to a difficult 
destinations 

Of the various callings followed by 
the settlers, farming—either as labor- 
ers or as homesteaders—that is, 
farmers of their own free grant of 
land—claims by far the majority. 
This, according to the authoritics, is 
as it should be. The Government) 
does not encourage in any way the 
immigration of skilled laborers, 
mechanics, or artisans of any sort 
Only farmers, farm laborers, and 
domestic servants are advised to go, | 
and the Government publications | 
strongly insist that all others should | 
have definite engagements in Canada) 
before leaving home, and have enough 
money to support them for a time in| 
case of mishap. | 


In Honor of John Cabot. 

Halifax is preparing for a very!

ness, the Duke of Connaught, wil) 
dedicate the tower now being erected 
above Halifax harbor in memory o! 
the landing in Nova Scotia of John 
Cabot, that brave old navigator, whe 
during the reign of King Henry VIT 
carried the flag of England to the 
New World, when it was almost as 
unknown as it was new. This was 
four hundred years ago, and the towe1 
in Halifax will remind the people 0! 
Nova Scotia at how early a date theia 
fair land came into the light of his 


tory.

John Todd of Montreal Tells a Story|A Pluoky Crow For Which the Bly | Story of How - +. Stripes Fell to the 


of 1870 In the Vest. 

“The first meal I ate in the west 
was a portion of Louis Riel’s and the 
Hudson Bay Co. official’s breakfast, 
inside viage Garry walls, August 24, 
1870, for dinner.” The speaker was 
Private John Todd, well known in 
Montreal, and the time he spoke of 
was forty-two years ago and the con: 
ditions those that then affected that 
city. Mr. Todd belonged to the Ist 
battalion, 60th King’s Own Royal Ri- 

8, and his regiment was one of the 
very first to step into the domains of 
Western Canada proper. 

He later made another trip west in 
1873, but the first excursion was ful! 
of interest. When he found his health 


would not bear the inclemencies of | 


the outside weather he engaged as 
cook for the 78th W. M. P. At that 
time there was no Winnipeg. A few 
shacks existed along Portage avenue, 
and old Trinity Church was on its 
site, but that was all there was out- 
side of the fort itself. 

It was during midsummer of 1873 
that Mr. Todd went west for the se- 
cond time. He joined the Northwest 
Mounted Police in the spring of that 
yew at Montreal, going west with 
Major Walsh of Brockville, and the 
three Steele brothers, Samuel, Rich- 
ard and Dick. The first fall he stay- 
ed in the west was very wet and he 
caught rheumatic fever. 

He tells the story of his lifé in the 
following words: 

“T joined the first detachment of the 
Northwest Mounted Police the latter 
part of September, 1875. A little later 
we left Ottawa, P.Q., for Collingwood, 
Ont., with Major Walsh, of Brock- 
ville, in command, en route for the 
Red River, Manitoba. When we land- 
ed in Collingwood we had to wait a 
few days for a steamer to convey us 
across the lakes to Port Arthur. 

“During our short stay in Colling- 
wood, I met with an accident caused 
by two little boys wrestling behind 
me. One threw the other against me, 
causing me to stumble and the ruff 
of the sleeve of my right arm caught 
in the trigger of the weapon I was 
carrying causing it to explode. The 
bullet entered between the thumb and 
finger of my right hand coming out 
at the wrist and entering in again 
into the thick of the arm, and lodg- 
ing in the elbow. Major Walsh took 
me over to the city doctor and had 
him examine the arm. He said it 
was only a flesh wound and that it 
would not signify; I might continue 
my journey. 

“That evening the steamer moored 
up at the wharf and next morning we 
got aboard of her. Shortly she loosed 
her moorings and cleared the port. 
She was heavy loaded between freight 
and passengers. The first evening on 
the boat I had to get a sling and place 


my left hand and arm into it and! 


pack them in ice. We traveled over 
the big lakes and Dawson road from 
Port Arthur to old Rat Portage. Be- 
tween boating and portaging that was 
our route from there across the six- 
mile portage to the northwest angle 
of the continuation of the old Dawson 
trail. 

“We passed Fort du Scheme inw, 
or rather through St. Boniface, then 
across the Red river in a scow. After 
landing I was placed in a military 
hospital under the care of old Dr. 
Todd until such times as the mounted 
police got settled and got a place fixed 
suitable for hospital at the lower 
Fort Garry, twenty-three miles north 
of Winnipeg. After I was transferred 
I had no peace, the doctors were prob- 
ing for the bullet in my arm. They 
decided on amputation of the arm at 
the shoulder. But I objected and lav 
er got the bullet out with an appli- 
cation of milk and brown sugar poul- 
tices. 

I changed them every night and 
morning and after took off the 
fourth poultict I had the bullet at 
the edge of the skin and I got one 
of the boys to tie it stationary with 
a piece of cotton. When the doctor 
came in next morning, I asked him 
if he had a lance or a sharp knife. 
He just cut the skin and Mr. Bullet 
drop out on the floor and the little 
villain rolled away under the bed to 
hide.—Montreal Standard. 


Found Wife In Canada. 

William Cobbett, the celebrated 
English statesman, to his last day 
never regretted the hour in which he 
first set eyes on the young woman 
who made him the “happiest husband 
alive.’ He was walking along a street 
in Halifax, Nova Scotia, when he first 
saw her, stooping industriously over 
a wash-tub, her arm frothing with 
soap-suds and her comely features 
veiled by a curtain of steam.

Shake Had No Terrors. 

If the testimony offered by an Bng- 
lish naturalist in Ceylon be given full 
credence, then the cobra is not #0 
dangerous a snake as popular reputa- 
ton makes it. In at least two in- 
stances, reports this naturalist, cobras 
were chased by large birds. in neither 
case did the snake seem to have aps 
hypnotic power, such as is generally 
credited to siukes in general. 

A crow wus seen fighting an in- 
truder into fts nest situated at the 
very top of a tree. The crow was 
circling at close quurters and pecking 
hard at the nest, cawing loudly all the 
time. The nest wus some forty feet 
above ground. 

Presently a snake came out of the 
best and started to descend, with the

bra continually, The snake took refuge 
about ten feet duwn in a clump of 
dead ferns, from whicb it was chased 
out by the crow. It came from branch 
to branch until It reached a large bort-

Here the snake was at a great dis- 
advantage, inasmuch as it could not 
turn upou the crow. The latter seem- 
ed fully to appreciate the situation, 
and its tactics were excellent. It would 
peck burd at the spine close to the tall 
and then peck peur the snake's neck. 
At each peck pieces of the snake's 
skin were torn vut, whereupon the 
cobra would tie quite motionless. But

AMBERGRIS. 


The Part It Plays in the Production of 
Costly Perfumes, 

Ambergris is supposed to be a morbid 
secretion of the liver of the spermaceti 
whale, found floating or washed ashore, 
It is a little lighter than water and 
might easily be taken for a piece of the 
bark of a tree. On examination, bow- 
ever, it is found to be of a waxy na- 
ture, streaked with gray, yellow and 
black and emitting a pecullar aromatic 
odor. It fuses at 140 to 150 degrees F. | 
and at a higher temperature gives out 
a white smoke, which condenses into a 
crystalline fatty matter. | 

It is found in all sizes, from a pound | 
up to twenty or thirty, but occasionally 
pieces weighing 100 or 200 pounds are, 
found in whales. 

Abergris has been known from an 
early period, some pharmacoupoeias pre- 
scribing it for fevers and nervous com- | 
plaints. It is sometimes mingled with | 
the incense burned in churches and ts 
also put in certain kinds of wine to tm- } 
prove the “bouquet.” | 

But the great use of ambergris Is in} 
the manufacture of perfumery—not 
that its fragrance ts either very pow- 
erful or pleasing, but it possesses the 
peculiar property of causing other In- 
gredients to throw out their odors, 
making them more specific and dura- | 
ble. | 

In this respect it bears a resemblance 
to the use of mordants in dyeing, with- 
out which the colors would fail to be | 
come permanent; hence all the best 
perfumes contain ambergris, which 1s | 
one reason of their costliness, and 
bence also the fact that “homemade” 
cologne, for instance, smells only of 
alcobol.—Exchange.

The Game In the Days When It 
Was Played With Bare Hands.

MASKS WERE NOT USED THEN, 


Ae a Result Fractured Noses, Split 
Palms and Broken Fingers Were 
Everyday incidente—The Advent and 
Development of Protective Devices. 


“Can you imagine a modern baseball 
team playing the game barehanded?”* 
asked a gray baired fan while discuss 
ing diamond doings of jong ago, ‘lbere 
would be plenty of business for the 
bone setters and so tan) errors ip the 
Geld that the sport would develop toto 
a buriesque. Yet | can remember the 
days when ball players never wore 
gloves and when catchers bad neither 
Masks vor mitts It required great 
courage to face a swift plicher and lots 
of nerve to get in front of a hot 
grounder.” 

Muny of our citizens who played 
baseball more than thirty-five years 
ago will tell you that broken fingers, 
bone bruises, split palms and torn fin- 
| ger nalls were everyday accidents and 
that a player who showed the white 
| feather was taboved. Before gloves 
and masks were invented catchers bad 
endless troubles. The old timers who 
dared to stand close behind the bats 
men had teeth knocked out and ooses 
fractured by the foul tips that could 
| oot be avolded. Soon came a habit of 
putting a piece of solid rubber in the 
Mouth made tn such a manner that It 
covered the lips and provided protee 
tion for the teeth. it proved so effi- 
cient that all the leading catchers 
| adopted it. But even then it was dan- 

gerous to catcb close up until James 

yng, the former Hurvard player, in- 
| vented the mask, a cumbersome affair 
with broad strips of flattened iron that 
covered the face, but also partially ob 
scured the backstup's vision, 

‘Then came the catcher’s gloves, one 
for each tand ‘These gloves were of 
light kid, witb no tingers and little or 
po padding. Catchers who bandied 
swift deliveries, therefore, soon found 
that the gloves did nut come up to the 
requirements, so it was 4» common 
thing to see backstops stuffing grass 
into the gloves to protect the palms of 
| the hands, 
| One of the first National league 
| catchers to use a left hand glove with 


fingers was Meyers of Itndiunupolis, 
More than twenty five yeurs ago. 
| Somebody made a glove for him that 
| efused a general iaugh ‘The tingers 
| were so long and the surtace of the 
| glove was so broad that Meyers found 
j dt difficult at first to bold a pitched 
ball. He war catching the great Hen- 
ry Boyle tn those days, and Boyle had 
| blinding speed Meyers had broken 
| all of his fingers, also both thumbs, ip 
handling Boyle with the tngerless 
| gloves, so that be readily tried the 
new one, und after much perseverance 
he proved that it bad merit After 
| that all the catchers adopted a tinger 
glove for the jeft hund The glove was 
| Improved upon when the manufactur 
er put solid teither tips on the ends of 
| the fingers to protect the nails 

Buck Ewing, Silver Flint and Char- 
ley Bennett, three of the greatest 
backstops the gume ever produced, 
were among the first to adopt the mitt, 
whicb was a comparatively light af- 
fair, but made it tmpossibie to injure 
the fingers of the left band. As the 
| manufacturers gradually increased the 
| size and weight of the catchber's mitt 
| the mania for gloves became general 
| Pbe in and out telders adupted them, 
some using the mitt until the baseball 
rule makers were forced to legislate 
against the practice. 

When the rule stipulating the size of 
the glove to be worn wus passed the 
catcher was allowed to wear the same 
| heavy mitt, while a iighter ope was 
assigned to the first baseman, But 
all the other fielders were compelled 
to use a finger glove weighing not 
more than half a dozen ounces. Before 
| the In and out fielders began to wear 
| gloves, however, many stars made re 
markable records. Adrian O, Anson 
played first base for the Chicagos for 
many years barehanded ‘The old map 
|wasea mark for sucb swift throw- 
ing infielders as Ed Williamson apa 
| Fred Pfeffer, who tried tn vain to 
make him wince. Many times Anson 
went home from the ball geld with 
swollen fingers and very painful bone 
brulses, but never used a mitt or @ 
glove until near the end of bis dia- 
mond career. 

With the popularity of the glove 
came ap improved style of mask. The 
wires were made smaller and stronger, 
with the padding firmer. Later on the 
mask bad a visor of leather to keep 
the sup out of the catcber’s eyes, to 
gether with a steel protection for the 
neck and throat The chest protector 
enme into use in the eighties, but at 
Orst it was oot inflated, it was a fat 
affair witb a bawnboo frame over which 
was a buckskin covering. This did 
not prevent catchers from being par 
tinily knocked out by sharp foul Ups 
ip the bread basket, so the pneumatic 
chest protector was bailed with de 
light and is now indispensable. 

Roger Bresnahan was the first major 
league catcher to wear shin guards 
sucb as cricketers use He was ridi- 
culed at first, but when a special make 
was put op the market Roger was vin- 
dicated, The guards pow worn by 
many backstops bave a joint at the 
knees so that they do nut impede

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Cutting Trees by Wire 

A new method of felling trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20 
inch tree in about six minutes, is put- 
ting the axeman out of business in 
the forests of- Germany. 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
vhe tree and tho heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient to burn a thin 
carbonized kerf, which is both 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
asaw. The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is extremely thin, and 
allows the structure and any disease 
of the wood to be distinctly reeog- 
nized. It enables the tree to be| 
marked with chalk, and at the same} 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods. There are mang advantages 
in this method, notably in waste, de- 
creased labor, absence of all appar- 
atus usually required, and the machine 
can be used in close quarters not suf- 
ficient for men choppers.

STARTLING PREDICTION 


Sir William Ramsay Thinks Coal 
Miners May ion be Unne- 


cessary 

Sir William Ramsay, the eminent 
scientist, in a speech at the opening 
of the International Smoke Abatement 
Bxhibition at the Agricultural Hall, 
made the startling prediction that we 
might able in the future to do 
without coal miners, 


Explaining how, he pointed out that 
salt was mined by introducing water 
down the shafts of the salt mines, 
the water being pumped back in the 
shape of brine and the salt recover- 
ed by evaporation, He had carefully 
considered the coal industry from this 
standpoint, and had seriously come 
to the conclusion that no coal need 
be burnt for ordinary purposes. The 
ideal state of things would be to have 
the retorts in the bowels of the earth. 
What- was to hinder the coal being 
left where it was? he asked. 


The gas might be obtained by pass- 
ing down the boring, the necessary 
air to produce partial combustion. In 
this way water-gas, which was a mix- 
ture cf carbonic oxide and hydogen, 
could be produced. This would rise 
to the surface of its own accord and 
could then be employed for every pur- 
pose for which coal gas is used. Sir 
William Ramsay added that electric- 
ity might be distributed where it was 
needed at such very small cost that 
it could be used for heating. At 
present it was expensive but there 
was no reason why in future it should 
not cost one-hundredh part of a pen- 
ny per unit ; 

Later, as one of the guests of the 
Institute of Printers and Kindred 
Trades at their annual dinner, Sir 
William made the highly interesting 
statement that he had beer. In com- 
munication with a certain colliery 
proprietor, who had decided to give 
him an opportunity of making the ex- 
periment he had suggested. The ex- 
periment would be on a small scale; 
but, if it proved successful, it would 
be large enough to light a candle 
which, in the words of Bishop Ridley 
would not be put out in our time.
